Allied Lines Hold 
Strong Attack. 
May 2S.—So far there is no slackening 
in the present operations along the Aisne 
River front, where the Germans launched 
their surprise attack.

ish and French have carried out a success­ 
ful counter attack in spite of tho efforts 
by the Germans to prevent. 
By powerful and continuous assaults on 
the British {>ositiou, the Gormans succeed­ 
ed m gaining a crossing of the Aisne Riv­ 
er, and continued activities all along tho 
33 mile front. 
A salient extending to the German lines 
north of Rheims is held by the British 
forces and both fronts arc bearing sledge­ 
hammer blows. 
The Germans arc aiming blows in the 
direction of Paris, and the operations of 
the Germans are as powerful as those 
they launched on th Picardy and Flanders 
fronts.

Soldier Boys Get 
Reduced Rates. 


Our soldier-boys at Camp Meade and 
elsewhere throughout the country can 
come home on furloughs for a fraction of 
the former cost after the establishment of 
a new rule by which soldiers and sailors 
on furlough and traveling at their own ex­ 
pense will be given special passenger rates 
of about one cent a mile. The order is­

POLICE 


Are Doing Efficient Service In 
Great Britain. 


Annual Report of Inspector Praises 
Work in Combating Evils 
of War. 


London—Tho success of women on 
tho police force Is amply demonstrated 
In tho annual report of Sir Leonard 
Dunning. II. M. Inspector of constabu­ 
lary, Ju^t published. 
Seven counties and 24 cities and 
boroughs 
hnve 
women 
*‘on 
the 
strength,*’ and “their introduction Into 
professional police work,** says Sir 
Leonard, **mny well help authorities 
to combat evils which have presented 
Increasing difficulties to them for years 
past.” 
While most of the women are en­ 
gaged In clerical work, others are 
given duties requiring the complete 
confidence of a woman or child, which 
a woman can win better than a mati; 
the 
maintenance 
of public decorum 
among girls, supervision over female 
servants* registries, duties under the 
shop hours acts, food control orders 
and the like, and supervision over 
places of amusement catering for chil­ 
dren. 
It Is not, Sir Leonard hopes, suggest­ 
ed that women should be employed In 
the suppression of public order and 
the arrest of dangerous 
or 
violent 
criminals. 
With regard to the de.slrablllty of In- 
tni.stlng to them that part of the In- 
ve.stlgatlon of sexual crime which In­ 
volves Intimate conversation with the 
victim, the Inspector declares that the 
police themselves were the first to reo- 
ognlze this, but until some years ago 
failed to find a woman of education 
who recognized this as a woman’s work. 
Sir Leonard pays tribute to the fine 
work being done by the women police 
employed by the ministry of muni­ 
tions, nnd refers al.so to the success 
of the efforts of the women patrols. 
He denies that the Increase of of­ 
fenses by Juvenlle.M and the decrease 
of persona! chastity of girls are the 
consequence of the war or that they 
have been aggravated by the war. 
For years past police reports have 
laid stre.ss on the decay of parental 
control and the Influence of parents 
with a true sense of their respon.sIbIll- 
tles does not seem likely to revive. 
Crime Is showing an upward tendency 
—reduced street lighting, !)lgamy, con­ 
cealment of birth and Infanticide, the 
latter directly due to circumstances of 
the war contributing.

Killed In Big Explosion. 


Relatives in the county on Thursday 


night received word that all hope had been 
abandoned of finding the body of George 
W. Bell, formerly of Adams county. Mr 
Bell was killed in the explosion of the T. 
N. T. plant of the Aetna C1 etnical Com- 
pany, near Pittsburgh, last Saturday. For 
several days search was made of the 
morgue and other places in an effort to 
get some trace of the missing man but 
now it is believed that the remains will 
never be found. The letter came from 
Dr. Harry J. Bell, of Dawson, a brother 
of the dead man. Dr. Bell went to Pitts- 
burgh immediately after he received word 
of the explosion and learned there from 
his brothers' foreman that he, the brother, 
had been seen in the cooper shop imme- 
diately following the first explosion. This 
shop adjoined'the T N. T. building and 
was blown to atoms in a second explosion. 
Dr. Bell states that in the morgue he saw 
many of them so badly burned and dis- 
figured as to be utterly bpyond any hope 
of recognition. Either his brother was 
among these or else the body was blown 
to bits as was the case with many of the 
unfortunate employes. George W. Bell 
was about 45 years old and unmarried. 
He was born at Bell's Mill, near Arendts- 
ville, but.the greater part of his life was 
spent in and about McKnightstown. He 
served the rural mail route there for many 
years. His father was William Bell, a 
veteran of the Civil War. He died some 
years ago and the mother and son went 
to Pittsburgh five or six years ago and had 
since been residing there. He leaves his 
mother; one brother and one sister. Dr. 
Harry J. Bell, of Dawson, and Mrs. Grace 
Bell King, a widow, residing with the 
mother in Pittsburgh. 


Car Overturned. 


Mr. and Mrs. G W. Durham and son, 


all of New York City, were thrown from 
their touring car on the Lincoln Highway, 
several miles east of Gettysburg, on Fri- 
day morning when the machine was struck 
by a light roadster and overturned. The 
accident occurred near the residence of E. 
K. MoCleaf and Mrs. Durham was taken 
into the house where she was given first- 
aid until a physician attended her. The 
Durhams were going toward Gettysburg 
and were overtaken by a York car which 
was going around them when a third car, 
coming toward New Oxford, also tried to 
pass 
The York man found that he was 


caught and he could not avoid striking 
one or other of the two cars. It was the 
New York machine that got the blow. It 
was pushed over to the side of the road 
where it turned over, throwing out the 
occupants. No one was seriously hurt 
but Mrs. Durham had some painful bruis- 
es. The Durham car has a broken axle 
and some other damage which will requue 
rather extensive repairs.

The body was recover- 
ed 33 (minutes later by Addison Stam- 
baugh and Emory Alwine, employees ol 
the brick plant, who dived to the bottom 
of the pond and brought it up. Dr. Geo. 
H. Seaks, of town, the railroad company 
physician, was summoned, and upon his 
arrival thought there were still hopes of 
reviving the young man, and efforts to this 
end were made, but in vain. It was claim- 
ed that death was due to suffocation, 
caused by cramps, as but very little water 
was found in the lungs. The unfortunate 
young man was a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Walters, of Hanover. He was a 
nephew of Mr. and Mrs. John T. Hocken- 
smith of Berlin Junction, the former an 
employee of the brick plant, witnessed the 
accident. 


The deceased is survived by his father, 


stepmother, two sisters, Gertrude and Jen- 
nie, at home, and one brother, Edward, 
of York Road station. Two step-brothers, 
Charles and Earl Walters, and one step- 
sister, Mary Walters, at home, also sur 
vive.

Fifty-three members of Company B, 


58th United States Infantry, which was 
encamped at Gettysburg all last summer 
were lost when the Brittish armed troop- 
ship "Moldavia" was torpedoed and sunk 
while plying between England and France 
on thursday.

Others in the boat had a chance to 
get away and practically all of them es- 
caped, but the fifty-three lost were in the 
section in which the torpedo struck. The 
Moldavia carried 4SO American soldiers ol 
the Fifty-eighth infantry. All those re- 
ported lost belonged to Company B. Sev- 
eral men from Gettysburg are in the out- 
fit and there are believed to be a number 
of Adams County boys with it also

People are prone to think of the billions that have 
been appropriated instead of the actual amounts that have been expended. 


Ofhcial flguies from Washington show that the total expenditures on the 


array for the year America has been in the war—including everything from new 
cantonments to shoe laces and a good many things not properly chargeable to 
the wai—were $3,006,761,907.13. 


That sum does not include, of course, the obligations of the war depart- 


ment—contracts made for tire billions of dollars.' \\orth of supplies that will 
be furnished this year; it is the sum actually paid out for materials already de- 
livered and pay of the men for the time they have already served. There are 
included river and harbor and civil establishment expenditures that would have 
been made had there been no v\ ar.

The United States food administra­ 
tion has made wheatless days and 
w’heatless meals optional In private' 
•homes. 
But that does not mean the 
lid has been taken oil. It only means 
that the question of which day or meal 
shall be w’heatless is left to- tlie indi­ 
vidual household. 
In other W’ords, the food admlnistm- 
tion has made the reduction of wheat 
consumption a test of good citizen-» 
ship. 
Each citizen in the land i^ 
asked, as a good American, to cut his 
individual wheat consumption to a 
pound and a half a week. That means 
to out the ordinary, peace-time* con^ 
sumption Jn two. It doesn’t matter oa 
what day or w’hat meals that is done,: 

In that regard the 
food administration says: 
‘‘In making optional the observanoe 
of w’heatless days in private homes 
the food administration lifted no re­ 
strictions xipon the consumption o f 
w’heat products.

Borough of New Oxford, when and where 
objections, if any, will be heard and con- 
sidered.

Ordinance 


An Ordinance regulating the Water 


Supply, and Water Service in the Bor 
ough of New Oxford, Adams County, 
Pennsylvania, prescribing Rates for the 
use thereof, and providing penalties for 
violation of the Ordinance. 


Be it enacted by the Burgees and Town 


Council of the Borough of New Oxford, 
Adams County, Pennsylvania, and it is 
hereby enacted and ordained by the au- 
thority of the same, that the following 
Rules and Regulation?, Rates and Penal- 
ties, for the supply and use of Wate*- to 
the Citizens of said Borough, be and are 
hereby adopted, and approved: 


1. The water of the Borough Water 


Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not first have obtained a per- 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in said permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 


main pipe, nor detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit until the 
same has been entered upon his or her 
permit. 


o. All water rents f-hall be paid quar- 


terly in advance. Failure to pay the 
game within 30 dajs after it is due may 
be*regarded by the Water Committee as 
notice of a desire to discontinue the use 
of the water and it may detach the branch 
or, at its option, compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com- 


mittee shall have the riirht, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons hold- 


ing'a permit to keep their pipes, hydrants 
and faucets in good repair, «o that the 
water may not be wasted. Xo consumer 
will be allowed to supply \\ ater to others, 
except by permission of the Water Com- 
mittee. If found so doing, he or she will 
be liable to have the supply stopped and 
the rent already paid forfeited 


6. In sprinkling yards or l a w n s , 


washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than one inch 
will not be permitted, and spi inkling 
without a nozzle, or larger opening than 
one-fourth inch, is forbidden. 


7. Water from Fire Slugs shall lie 


used only in case of Fire, and at no other 
time without special authority from the 
Water Committee, or by Fire Marshall 
for testing purposes. 


8. Any consumer wishing to discon- 


tinue the use of Water shall give notice 
theieof at least 10 days preuous to the 
end of the quarter, otherwise water rent 
will be charged for the ensuing three 
months. 


0, Any fraudulent misrepresentations 


in regard to the «?e of \\ater, or aity wil- 
ful or negligent waste of the same, shall 
be deemed a cause for forfeiture. 


10. Should the supply of water at anv 


time be stopped for any cau«e, the Bor- 
ough shall not be held for damnges. 


11. The Borough reserves the right to 


restrict the water supply generally or spe- 
cially, as in its judgment may be found 
necessary: 


12. The box on the inside of the curb 


line and the stop-cock on the service pipe 
in the box, shall be under the control of 
the Borough. 


13. No sprinkling of pavements, streets 


or lawns shall be allowed between the 
hours of 8 A. M. and 4 P. M. 


14. No Tap for building purposes shall 


be connected with the main pipe unless 
the party who secures a permit therefor 
shall agree to use the water in such build- 
ing when completed, subject to the regu- 
lations, and rates under this ordinance. 


15. Any person who shall without 


written permission, open communication 
with the water main or other service pipe, 
or turn the water on after it has been 
turned off by the Borough authorities, 
or in any wise impair the water supply, 
or injure the fire hydrants, or meddle 
' with the water supply, service pipes, or 
fire plugs, shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding 
$50.00, or undergo imprisonment in the 
Borough Lock-up for4a period not ex- 
ceeding 30 days. 


16. The consumer shall be obliged to 


lay the pipe from the curb line to the 
buildings and keep the same in proper 
repair, at hie own expense, but the Wa- 
ter Committee frhall have full supervision 
over the same. 


17. A full year's rate will be charged 


for a permit for a pave wash, or for the 
sprinkling of streets or lawns, but the 
conramer shall have the right to make 


payments thereon, quarterly, in advance; 
in all other instances, the consumer shall 
have the right to discontinue the water 
as provided for in Section 8 of this Or- 
dinance. 


18. Any person or persons violating 


the provisions of this ordinance, or sec- 
tion thereof, so far as same relates to the 
Rules and Regulations, Rates and Service 
herein provided, shall forfeit any water 
rents already paid to the Borough, and 
the Borough authorities shall have the 
right to cut off the supply of water from 
such consumer, and the water service 
shall not be rehtored to the parties so of- 
fending except by special permit from 
Council. 


19. This ordinance shall go into effect 


on the 1st day of July, 1918, and permits 
shall be required fiom all persons from 
and after that date.

French Villages Back on 


the Map. 


It was a monotonous stretch of ugly 


trench, 
wire entanglements, gaping 


shell holes, accented by the blackened 
skeleton of shell killed forests silhouet- 
ted against a dull, hopeless sky. 


This had once been beautiful rolling 


land like our own Ohio and Indiana- 
rich In grain fields, orchards and gar- 
dens.

Liberty Loan’s Complete Total. 
Alter a vast amount of work in which 
figures from all the banking institutions 
in Adams county had to l)e tabulated 
William F. Sunday, publicity manager of 
the Third Liberty Loan campaign, an 
nounced the final figures for the county, 
showing the allotment and subscriptions 
in every town and township, the popula 
tion and the number of subscribers. The 
county’s official allotuieut was 81,014,000, 
though a higher figure, $1,009 000, was 
used throughout the campaign due to an 
error made at the headquarters of the 
Third Reserve District. The total amount 
of the subscriptions here was $1,392.050 
so that the county overshot the mark by 
almost 8100,000, or over 37 per cent* 
There were 0304 subscribers out of a total 
population of 34 319, showioK more than 
18 per cent of our people bought bonds. 
Every borough in the county went over 
the top, and all of the townships except 
five. They were Berwick, Butler, Cone- 
wago, Tyrone and Union. In Tyrone 
township, the Second District went across 
with 814,750 against an allotment of $12,- 
300, and 84 pubscribers out of 421 people. 
The largest percentage of purchasers was 
registered in the Second Ward of Gettys­ 
burg where more than forty five per cent 
of the population bought bonds.
